greatest knowledge. They alone could 
commit the sin unto death, as St. Paul 
explains.—Hebrews 0:1-6; 10:2(5, 27. 
The secret of the demarcation be­ 
tween the Church and the world is 
that the former has tho Holy Spirit be­ 
getting to a new nature, with priv­ 
ileges of knowledge of God and His 
plans not granted others.
